Unveiling of Admiral Farragut's 


Statue. 


Speech of President Uwfield lu Accept* 


Inr the aionunwnt. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 25.—To- 


day the statue of the fate Admiral 
Farragut will be unveiled with im- 
posing ceremonies. The city pres 
ents a gala appearance. Numerous 
houses along Pennsylvania avenue 
are decorated with uniting, and the 
portico of the executive man&ion is 
tastefully draped with the national 
colors. Three large stands for the 
president, cabinet, orators and in- 
vited guests have been erected on 
three sides of the statue, and are pro- 
fusely ornamented with flags, while 
the stately mansions fronting the 
park on either bide are festooned and 
draped with streamers and flags of 
every nation. 


The procession formed at 11 a. m. 


in the* neighborhood of the capitol. 
At 15 o'clock a gun was fired by the 
naval artillery, and the piocession 
moved in a column of companies 
from the capitol by way of Pennsyl- 
vania avenue to Fifteenth street to 
Pennsylvania avenue and Connecti- 
cut avenue and Farragut Square. 
When the head of the column reached 
Fifteenth street a gun was tired by 
the naval saluting battery stationed 
m Lafayette Square as a signal to 
notify the president and cabinet to 
proceed to the square. On arriving 
at the park the cadets of the naval 
division massed on the \vest side, the 
army division on the north side 


Long before procession arrived at 


the square the gaily festooned stands 
were fillad to their utmost capacity, 
with the exception of those reserved 
for the presidential party, the survi- 
vors of Farragut's naval battles, and 
membeis of the G. A K. At 12:35 
the presidential party arrived. Pray- 
er having been offered by Rev Arthur 
Brooks, the ceremony of unveiling 
the statue took place The admiral's 
Hag was displayed and the several 
bands beat four ruffles, the trumpets 
sounding four flourishes The duty 
of unveiling the statue was entrusted 
to Quartermaster Knowles, who had 
held the position of cuartoi master 
upon Farragut's flagship at 'the 
time of the historic battles in Mobile 
Bay and the man who lashed Faira- 
gut to the inast At the moment of 
unveiling an admiral's salute of sev- 
enteen guns was fiied m Lafayette 
Square, the tn ops presenting arms 
at the first gun and coming to a 
carry at the last - Then Secretary 
Hunt approached the speakers' stand 
and introduced President Garfield 
m the following words " Ladies and 
gentlemen I haye the pleasure to in 
troduce to you the president of the 
United States who will accept on be- 
half of the nation this statne of our 
illustrious naval hero 


President Garfield was greeted 


with loud applause, and spoke m a 
loud, clear voice as follows: 
, 


FELLOW CITIZENS—It is the singu- 


lar providence of art to break down, 
the limitations which separate gen 
erations of men from each other and 
allow those of the past generations 
to be comrades and associates of 
those now living This capital is be- 
ing filled up with the heroes of other 
times. The men of three wars have 
taken their places in silent eloquence 
as guardians and guards of the na- 
tion 
they 
loved 
so 
well, 


and 
as 
the 
yeais 
pass 
on 


these squares and public places will 
be rendered more and more populous, 
more and more eloquent by the pres- 
ence of dead heroes of other days 
Erom all quarters of tie country, 
from all generations of its bfe, from 
all portions of its service 
These 


heroes come by the ministry and mys- 
tery of art to take then: places and 
stand as permanent guardians of our 
nations glory. To-day we come to 
bail this hero who comes from the 
sea, down from the shrouds of his 
flagship, wreathed with the smoke 
and glory of victory, bringing sixty 
years of national life and honor to 
take his place as an honored com- 
patriot and perpetual guidance of 
his nation's glory. In die name of 
the nation I accept this noble statue 
and hia country will guard it as he 
guarded his country. [Applause.]

000 T. A McDavitt, fiye routes cov- 
ering nice hundred and sixty-nine 
miles, for which the original pay waa 
$42,000 increased to $112,000. J. T. 
Ghidester, one route covering 1,500 
miles; for which the original pay 
was one hundred and thirty-four, in- 
reased to two hundred and ninety 
thousand. C. W. Foster, five routes 
covering a distance of 742 milesrfor 
which the original pay was sixty 
seven thousand, increased to one 
hundred and sixty-three thousand. 


THE 
SYSTEM 


by which the ring kept the fat con 
tracts within their grasp is Very read 
ily explained. It will be observed that 
the original contract prices in all 
instances'are very low. A member 
of the ring would bid to carry the mail 
on a certain route for an almost infin- 
itesimal sum, in no case sufficent to 
pay the expenses of the service. As 
a matter of course, the honest bidder 
Would propose a fair price for the 
work. The law requires the bid of the' 
lowest responsible bider to be accep- 
ted. The contracts would be awarded, 
as a matter of course, to the ringster 
who bid lowest, he knowing full well 
that the second assistant would grant 
him an increase of pay for additional 
trips and expedition of schedules.lt 
may be thought that the persoms out- 
side the ring would soou understand 
the game and put in what may not 
be improperly termed fictitious bids, 
relying for profits upon an increase 
of service The outsider soon learn 
ed, however, that he could not obtain 
the increases granted the more favored 
crew, and holding his contract at a 
loss he was comeelled to abandon 
them when they would fall into the 
hands of members of the ring and be 
duly expedited

He was attacked by 
the 'vhole rebel army when he did 
not expect the attack and was not 
prepared to receive it. That, attack 
was B surprise to the'army and to its 
commander.

Iii very eariy times, says a writer in 


Baldwin'! Monthly, among the Celtii 
nee, an effigy of the patron saint, sc

Immigrants' CostumM. 


[N«w York Sua ] 


One thing that strikes the observer 


contemplating the immigrants as they 
arrive is the fondness for vivid colors 
vincedbythe people of the old world. 
Che national costumes that formerly 
gave such a picturesque appearance to 
he immigrants, and marked each people 
distinctively are disappearing. 


From Germany, Holland, England, 


Sweden and Ireland come now about the 
same general style of garments, varied 
simply in cut and color, all bearing a 
close resemblance to the general fashion 
of raiment worn here. Yet, occasionally 
one will encounter groups from countries 
more remote or farther in the rear of the 
universal progress toward assimilation 
who are well worthy of attention and re- 
mark. A party of Icelandic men, six in 
number, arrived here not long ago, whose 
garb would have been a prize for a side 
ihow. 
Their pantaloons of dark gray frieze 


extended up to their arm-pits. Their 
vests and coats just met the upper edge 
of the pantaloons, and from each coat 
dangled between the shoulders of each 
wearer a pair of the funniest, most ridic- 
ulous, and diminutive tails it is possible 
to imagine. Big silver buttons that had 
been bequeathed from father to son for 
many generations studded the garments. 


The handsomest men's costumes worn 


by any immigrants are those worn bjr the 
Tyrolcse, consisting of long stockings, 
velvet knee-breeches embroidered vests, 
short cloaks, cone-shaped hats, adorned 
with feathers, etc. It is a dress that has 
been familiarized throughout the cout- 
try by the many bands of Tyrolcse sing- 
era who have "yodel-ed" all over the 
land, and which, by its beauty, des>enes 
to be retained. 


The women from the same country 


nave brightly-striped petticoats, some- 
time with strips of gold or silver lace 
that make a very bright and pleasing 
show. Almost always both men and wo- 
men have finely developed, handsome 
forms, which their costumes display to the 
best advantage. Their faces are general- 
ly very good—the women often very 
pretty—and of all immigrants they are 
among the cleanest and neatest. 


The gayest-plumaged immigrant birds 


are the Finlanders. They wear mostly 
homespun materials, but gaudy with 
bright colors. Generally they come in 
colonies of forty or fifty personi, and 
when such a band anives they seem to 
brighten all their surroundings. Tho 
women's dresses are like very fancy bath- 
ing suits of red, white and blue—no half 
tints or shades, but strong, pronounced 
colors—mid their head gear eousiht* of 
snowy white frilled mob ca^> 
The 


fondness for color which distinguishes 
them is shown even m the dress of the 
men, who wear coat bindings of brilliant 
contrasting tints. On their heads the 
men wear colored caps of knitted wool 
like the fishermen of Brittany. 


An Actor's Kellgloun SUler. 


John HcCullough, the kind hearted 


actor, recently told this story in connec- 
tion with some remarks which he wan 
making about religion and the stage: 
"It is strange to "what extremes religious 
prejudice will carry people. I have a 
good Presbyterian sister up in Pennsyl- 
vania, who was so horrified when she 
heard that I had adopted the stage as a 
profession that she refused to recognize 
ine.She believed that the playhouse, as 
old parson McSorly, of good Caledonian 
antecedents, used to say, was the vesti- 
bule of the devil's chief workshop. For 
years we did not meet. She never wrote 
me a line. 


Finally in 1876 her husband, tmpws*- 


ed with the prevailing idea of the day, 
concluded to go to Philadelphia and pick 
up one of the fortunes to be so conven- 
iently gathered daring the Centennial.
